The corn scientists have found a 
Ray to fool the corn-ear worm. 
Now 
they are trying to develop a type of 
corn with a shuck extending well be­ 
yond the tip end of the ear for grow­ 
ing In the South, where the corn-ear 
worm Is an active ally of another pest 
—the corn weevil. The corn-ear worm 
has a natural habit of entering the 
ear at the tip end of the shuck, eating 
bls fill as he progresses down along 
the ear and finally cutting his way out’ 
when he Is fed up. These holes made 
by his exit have proved to be Ideal 
places for the weevil to enter and do 
further damage. 
The scientists have 
found that when the corn-ear worm 
enters a long-tipped shuck, however, 
he Is more apt to bore out before he 
reaches the kernels, consequently do­ 
ing less damage to the ear and also 
leaving fewer open 
doors 
for the 
weevil. 
A number of years ago the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
showed that the weevils were unable 
to cut through corn husks, although 
they could eat the hardest rice pop­ 
corn without difficulty. 
The problem 
accordingly was to produce husk-pro­

Some of the diseases of 
wheat, oats, barley, and other grains 
are held in check by cultural meth­ 
ods, some by seed treatment, and some 
by the use of “specialized fighting 
strains” of the crop In question. 
For 
some time plant breeders have been 
aware of the fact that some indi­ 
vidual plants are stronger or more 
naturally resistant and Immune jto 
diseases than others. 
From these nat­ 
ural fighters the plant breeders for a 
long time have been assembling and 
mobilizing their disease-fighting sol­ 
diers and nrmies and deploying them 
to the farmer’s fields to ald him In 
controlling his losses. 
Highly Resistant Strains. 
Si mins of wheat, oats, barley and 
rye, as well as many other plants, have 
beep discovered which are highly re­ 
sistant or Immune to a particular dis­ 
case. 
F'roni these u generous seed 
supply has been grown and distrib­ 
uted to the sections of the country 
where needed. 
This in itself lias been 
an achievement of considerable note 
and value to the farmers of Hie coun­ 
try. 
Often It is necessary to find a 
variety or strain which Is immune J 
from more than one disease. 
As dis- i 
ease-resistant strains, in order to meet 
the needs of farmers, must at the 
same time be desirable in other char­ 
acteristics of yield, market value, and 
adaptation, tile problem of finding or 
developing “fighting strains” capable 
of resisting tile attacks of several dis­ 
eases is more difficult and intricate. 
Nevertheless, Hie plant breeders have 
come to the rescue of tile farmer on 
such occasions as well. 
Plan to Prevent Loss. 
This was tile case with wheat In the 
area of southwestern Illinois, where 
the two diseases Hag smut and the 
rosette disease were causing 
great 
losses to tile wheat gpowers. 
Fortu­ 
nately among Hie various selections of 
wheat being grown by 
tilt* 
United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
varietal tests at the Arlington experi­ 
ment farm, one variety known as the 
Shepherd strain seemed to embody all 
of the desired characteristics. 
It was 
immune to both diseases and showed 
an average yield over a period of 
six years of 31 bushels to the acre. 
About IOO acres were sown In the In­ 
fected area In southwestern Illinois In 
the fall of 1923 with seed from the 
government plats. 
From the product 
of this sowing enough seed was avail­ 
able for the sowing of a large area In 
the fall of 1924. 
Now many farmers 
have seed of the Shepherd strain of 
wheat and are growing It to prevent 
losses from flag smut and rosette.

The corn scientists have found a 
tfay to fool the corn-ear worm. 
Now 
they ure trying to develop a type of 
corn with a shuck extending well be­ 
yond the tip end of the ear for grow­ 
ing in the South, where the corn-ear 
worm is an active ally of another pest 
—the corn weevlL The corn-ear worm 
has a natural habit of entering the 
ear at the tip end of the shuck, eating 
his fill as he progresses down along 
the ear and finally cutting his way out* 
when he Is fed up. These holes made 
by bis exit have proved to be Ideal 
places for the weevil to enter and do 
further damage. 
The scientists have 
found that when the corn-ear worm 
enters a long-tipped shuck, however, 
he is more apt to bore out before he 
reaches the kernels, consequently do­ 
ing less damage to the ear and also 
leaving fewer open 
doors for the 
weevil. 
A number of years ago the United 
Status 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
showed that the weevils were unable 
to cut through corn husks, although 
they could eat the hardest rice pop­ 
corn without difficulty. 
The problem 
accordingly was to produce husk-pro­ 
tected strajns that, qlso would be good 


yield era. The problem was not a sfiu- 
ple one, but some suitable and fairly 
desirable strains were found Then It 
was discovered that the weevils were 
reljing on the work of the corn-ear 
worm to gain entrance. 
Now the problem Is to develop a 
strain of corn that has long-tipped 
husks. 
As yet the experimenters are 
having some difficulty In developing a 
type with husks of sufficient length to 
fool the corn-ear worm and n<»f too 
long to prevent the emergence of tin» 
silk, so that the ear will fill well. Some 
encouragement for the ultimate solu- 
tlon of the problem, however, lies In 
the fact that there Is considerable 
variation among the strains In the 
I^Dgih of husk projection that causes 
poorly filled ears. 
These strains will 
furnish the corn breeder with raw ma­ 
terial to shape fnto the self protecting, 
long-tipped variety that is wanted 


Quality of Silage

put In too green. 
Corn should go in 
when the kernels are glazed and dent­ 
ing but the sorghums must not go In 
until the heads are practically mature 
and the seed cannot be crushed with 
the fingers.
